Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Mead  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  again  my  pleasure  to  present  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  state  of  Public  Health  in  the  Urban  District  of  Frinton 
and  Walton  for  1959  which  will  long  be  remembered  for  the  fine 
summer. 


The  health  of  the  community  remains  at  a high  level. 
85  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  year, 
and  of  these  measles  notifications  accounted  for  70.  No 
notifications  of  Poliomyelitis  were  received  althoiagh  the 
appearance  of  the  disease  in  other  parts  of  the  country 
indicates  that  much  research  into  the  behaviour  of  the  polio 
virus  remains  to  be  done.  Mass  immunisation  of  the 
population,  at  greatest  risk,  has  played  its  part  in  the 
limitation  of  the  disease. 

In  each  of  my  districts  there  has  been  a greater 
number  of  the  children  immunised  against  diphtheria  and 
whooping  cough  and  vaccinated  against  smallpox  than  in  recent 
years.  This  is  most  encouraging  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
parents  v/ill  continue  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities 
offered  by  their  general  practitioners  and  also  by  the  clinics 
in  the  area. 

The  Council  gave  much  time  to  the  discussion  of  the 
sewerage  problems  during  the  year.  Unfortunately  through 
circumstances  beyond  their  control  certain  of  their  proposals 
were  delayed.  There  is  no  doubt  that  active  consideration 
will  be  given  to  the  compost  system  of  sewage  and  refuse 
disposal  during  the  next  year.  'Whilst  considering  new 
schemes  all  modern  developments  deserve  investigation  and  it 
is  hoped  that  the  Council  will  be  able  to  proceed  as  quickly 
as  possible  with  the  plant  on  which  they  eventually  decide. 

The  beaches  on  this  coast  are  a great  amenity,  for  without 
them  the  holiday  trade  would  surely  not  exist. 
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The  rapid  development  which  is  taking  place  in  the 
district  at  the  moment,  whether  by  reason  of  the  electrification 
of  the  railway  to  London  or  by  reason  of  the  attraction  of  a 
pleasant  neighbourhood, together  with  the  increasing  pop\ilarity 
of  the  district  as  a holiday  resort,  has  caused  much  added  work 
to  the  Public  Health  Department.  The  continuous  flow  of  new 
legislation  concerned  with  public  health  and  additional 
administrative  duties  have  contributed  to  the  difficulties  which 
have  now  arisen.  The  time  has  arrived  when  it  is  not  possible 
for  adequate  inspections  to  be  carried  out  and  I hope  the 
Council  will  earnestly  consider  the  appointment  of  an  additional 
Public  Health  Inspector,  in  order  that  the  high  standards  to 
which  we  are  accustomed  can  be  maintained. 

In  conclusion  I record  my  thanks  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  good  humour  and  co-operation,  and  to  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  I extend  my  gratitude  for  his  co- 
operation.

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid  year 
population  is  increased  hy  380. 

There  v;ere  16  more  live  "births  in  the  district  than 
in  1958  with  a corresponding  rise  in  the  birth  rate,  although 
this  continues  to  be  lower  than  the  National  birth  rate. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  I9.2  is  2.8  lower  than 
the  National  rate  and  the  stillbirth  rate  is  lower  than  in 
the  previous  year  and  is  above  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


ON  THE  SANITARY  GIRCm.JISTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  water  supplied  to  the 
Printon  and  Walton  Urban  District  was  obtained  from  the  Dedham 
Pumping  Station  of  the  Tendring  Hundred  V/aterworks  Company, 
with  some  assistance  from  the  Company's  subsidiary  sources  at 
Lawford  during  the  siommer  peak  period. 

The  quantity  of  water  supplied  in  the  12  months 
ended  31st  December,  1959j  amounted  to  202.107  million  gallons, 
an  average  daily  consumption  of  0.554  million  gallons,  with 
a peak  of  0.821  million  gallons  per  day. 

The  total  quantity  taken  for  domestic  purposes  during 
the  year  was  167,070  million  gallons,  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  0.458  million  gallons.  The  total  amount  taken 
through  trade  meters  was  35*037  million  gallons,  an  average 
daily  consumption  of  0.095  million  gallons. 

The  total  niomber  of  connections  (domestic  and  trade) 
made  in  the  year  to  the  Company's  mains  in  the  Urban  District, 
amounted  to  I78. 

Approximately  798  yards  of  new  mains  of  3",  4"  and 
6”  diameter  have  been  laid  in  the  Printon  and  Walton  District 
during  the  year|  also  78  yards  of  3"  diameter  main  have  been 
relaid  in  Church  Lane,  Great  Holland,  and  I5  yards  of  4" 
diameter  main  have  been  relaid  in  Newgate  Street,  Walton. 

The  water  is  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and 

quantity. 


Early  in  1959 > the  Laboratory  reported  satisfactory 
bacteriological  findings  upon  samples  of  the  Kirby-le-Soken 
Water  Supply  which  at  the  latter  part  of  1958,  had  shewn  some 
contamination  necessitating  the  cleansing  of  collection 
chamber,  pipelines  etc.  and  treatment  of  the  water.  Similar 
satisfactory  results  were  subsequently  reported  upon  check 
samples  of  the  water  sent  for  examination  at  intervals 
throughout  1959*  As  stated  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  it  was 
thought  probable  that  the  frequent  and  intensive  rainfalls 
experienced  during  1958  caused  surface  contamination  to 
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penetrate  and  pollute  the  Supply,  the  source  of  which  is  an 
underground  stream. 


A few  houses  in  the  rural  areas  of  Kirhy-le-Soken 
and  Great  Holland  rely  for  domestic  water  on  private  wells, 
which  are  kept  under  observation.  One  new  well-water  supply 
was  provided  during  the  year.

MOSQUITO  DESTRUCTION 

Spraying  of  mass  breeding  areas  with  Larvicide  is 
carried  out  at  the  appropriate  season  of  the  year.  Larvicide 
is  also  made  available  to  local  residents,  at  a small  charge, 
for  the  treatment  of  minor  breeding  areas  on  private  land. 
Breeding  areas  were  affected  by  the  prolonged  dry  summer,  and 
mosquitoes  were  not  prevalent  during  the  year, 

SBVERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  installation  of  a second  pump  at  Walton-on-Naze 
Sewage  Works  was  completed  during  the  year  and  will  provide 
extra  pumping  capacity  to  deal  with  heavy  rainfall. 

In  May  the  Council's  consulting  engineers  submitted 
their  report  dealing  in  general  with  the  main  drainage  of  the 
urban  district  and,  in  particular,  with  the  construction  of 
additional  main  sewers  in  Walton,  sea  outfall  for  storm  water, 
pumping  main  outlet  into  the  Baclc^'/aters . They  also  submitted 
proposals  for  new  sewers  and  disposal  works  at  Great  Holland. 

Consideration  is  being  given  to  an  alternative  site 
for  the  disposal  works  and  to  extending  the  sewering  proposals 
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at  Great  Holland.  Discussions  have  ensued  with  Government 
departments  regarding  the  new  disposal  works  at  Walton,  method 
of  treatment  and  discharge  of  effluent  and,  pending  agreement 
on  these  matters,  the  consultants  are  to  submit  revised  and 
detailed  proposals  for  the  Hall  Lane  and  Churchfield  Road  main 
sewers  and  any  consequent  alterations  at  the  existing  works. 
Subsequent  indications  of  a considerable  increase  in  population 
to  be  provided  for  under  the  Coianty  Development  Plan  v/ill 
affect  these  proposals, 

SHOPS  ACT,  1950

CAMPING  AND  CAMPING  SITES 

Licensed  camping  sites  provided  accommodation  for 
1,528  caravans  during  the  year.  There  are  8 sites  in  Walton- 
on-Naze  and  1 small  site  in  Kirby-le-Soken,  All  are  seasonal 
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camps,  provided  with  main  drainage  and  mains  v/ater  supply. 
Development  of  the  Martello  Camp,  Walton-on-Daze,  with 
accommodation  for  a maximum  of  775  caravans,  should  he 
completed  before  the  camping  season  of  1961.  Effective 
sanitary  control  of  sites  is  secured  by  licence  conditions  and 
in  general  there  is  little  cause  for  complaint.  Numerous 
improvements  to  sanitation  and  arrangements  v/ere  carried  out 
in  the  close  season.  Refuse  from  camps,  with  one  exception, 
is  removed  regularly  and  frequently  by  the  Coimcil's  refuse 
vehicles,  at  the  expense  of  site  operators. 

Three  individual  caravans  in  different  parts  of  the 
area,  were  licensed  during  the  year  for  use  as  holiday 
accommodation. 

Overnight  camping  on  roadside  verges  is  rapidly 
becoming  a problem,  particularly  in  Great  Holland  where  wide 
grass  verges  adjoining  the  main  highway  attract  motorists  who 
park  their  cars  and  pitch  and  use  tents  for  one  or  more  nights, 
leading  to  the  soiling  of  verges  and  adjacent  land  by  faecal 
matter  and  the  indiscriminate  dumping  of  food  wrappings, 
rubbish  and  litter.  Although  not  the  highway  authority,  the 

Council  was  compelled  in  the  interests  of  the  district  to 
arrange  from  time  to  time  for  the  scavenging  of  the  verges  and 
the  removal  of  obnoxious  matter.  Some  method  of  controlling 
roadside  camping  is  very  necessary,  in  the  interests  of  both 
public  health  and  amenity.  Preliminary  discussions  have 
already  taken  place  with  the  Highway  Authority  and  the  Police.

INSPECTION  OP  MEAT  AND  OTHER  POODS 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  Urban  District. 
Most  of  the  meat  supplied  to  the  area  is  obtained  by  local 
p\'rveyors  from  wholesale  suppliers.  One  or  two  purveyors 
arrange  for  live  animals  to  be  slaughtered  in  a private 
licensed  slaughterhouse  in  an  adjoining  District.  Meat  and 
foods,  under  preparation  and  exposed  for  sale,  are  inspected 
from  time  to  time  and  as  occasion  arises. 

The  following  List  gives  particulars  of  diseased  or 
unsound  meat  and  foods  which  were  surrendered  voluntarily 
for  destruction.

MILK  SUPPLY 

There  is  one  registered  dairy  in  the  area.  The 
building,  plant  and  equipment,  and  arrangements  for  the 
pasteurization,  handling  and  distribution  of  milk  are 
satisfactory.  The  milk  supply  for  the  Urban  District  is 
obtained  from  local  dairy  farms  and  Dairy  Companies  having 
premises  outside  the  area. 

Registered  distributors  of  milk  number  12. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Regulations,  1949?  6 dealers  were  granted 
licenses  authorizing  the  use  of  the  special  designations 
Tuberculin  Tested,  Pasteurised  and  Sterilized  in  relation  to 
milk  sold  locally. 

ICE  CREAM 


Ice-cream  is  sold  throughout  the  area  under 
satisfactory  conditions.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were 
57  vendors  of  ice-cream  on  the  Register.  There  are  no 
manufacturers  of  ice-cream  in  the  area. 


BAKEHOUSES 

The  8 bakehouses  received  some  22  visits  of 
inspection,  and  a number  of  improvements  were  carried  out 
following  infomal  action.  There  are  no  underground  bake- 
houses in  the  area. 


POOD  HYGIENE 

Advice  to  managements  and  food  handlers  in  the 
hygienic  handling,  preparation,  storage,  display  and 
distribution  of  foodstuffs  was  continued  during  the  year  at 
foodshop  and  catering  premises.  An  advance  in  food  hygiene 
matters  generally  has  undoubtedly  taken  place  during  the  last 
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few  years,  "but  conditions  cannot  be  said  to  be  always 
satisfactory.  This  applies  in  particular  to  the  "rush" 
season.  Inadequate  space  and  cramped  working  conditions  are 
nearly  always  present  in  promises  converted  or  adapted  as 
foodshops  and  catering  premises,  and  these  defects  have  been 
foimd  to  interfere  with  the  adequate  hygienic  maintenance  of 
premises,  plant  and  equipment.  Wholly  satisfactory  hygioneo 
conditions  and  arrangements,  including  personal  hygiene  on  the 
part  of  food  handlers,  is  unlikely  to  bo  achieved  until 
managements  exercise  full  responsibility  for  the  implementation 
of  the  provisions  of  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations. 


PUBLIC  CLMSIHG 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Domestic  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  dwelling- 
houses,  three  modern  rear-loading  refuse  vehicles  being 
employed  all  the  year  round.  During  the  summer  season  an 
additional  vehicle  is  engaged  in  the  regular  and  frequent 
clearance  of  refuse  from  hotels,  restaurants,  large  guest- 
houses and  camping  groxmds.  Trade  refuse  is  removed  by 
arrangement . 

The  weight  of  refuse  collected  during  1959  is 
estimated  to  have  been  3 >900  tons.  Income  from  all  sources 
in  respect  of  refuse  collection,  removal  and  disposal,  amounted 
to  £951. 

It  will  be  necessary  early  in  1960  to  re-organise 
refuse  collection  rounds  to  ensure  a regular  weekly  service  in 
respect  of  all  new  properties,  in  consequence  of  considerable 
and  rapid  housing  development  in  parts  of  the  area. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Following  the  acquisition  by  the  Council  of  a David 
Brown  track-type  tractor,  and  2 cu.  yd.  earth  scraper,  the 
properly  controlled  disposal  of  refuse  at  the  refuse  disposal 
site  in  Meltings  Lane,  Kirby-1 e-Soken  was  introduced  in  October 
1959“  The  new  equipment  quickly  proved  its  worth|  not  only  in 
refuse  dozing  and  tip  levelling  and  consolidation,  but  in  the 
excavation  of  inert  refuse  for  use  as  covering  material  as  well 
as  for  weed  clearance  and  general  purposes. 

The  equipment  is  also  proving  useful  for  other  Council 
schemes,  and  during  the  winter  months  the  controlled  tipping  of 
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refuse  was  commenced  on  the  Bath  House  Meadow,  Walton-on-Haze, 
in  order  to  raise  the  level  of  the  land  for  development  as  a 
car  park  and  recreation  ground  for  children. 

Anti-rodent/fly  measures  are  regularly  undertaken  on 
all  land  in  use  for  refuse  disposal  purposes. 

Some  107  new  sanitary  dustbins  were  provided  in 
replacement  of  defective  bins  at  dwelling-houses,  under  the 
Council's  Dustbins  Scheme,  which  operates  very  satisfactorily.

STREET  SCAVENGING 

The  cleansing  of  County  and  district  roads  within  the 
Urban  District  is  carried  out  by  a Lewin  Mechanical  Sweeping 
Machine,  and  by  hand  sweeping.  The  machine  has  achieved  a 
higher  standard  of  carriagev/ay  cleansing  throughout  the  area. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  several  farmers  to 
assist  with  clearing  main  roads  following  heavy  snowfall. 

PUBLIC  COF/ENIEITCES 

There  are  13  public  conveniences  in  the  district. 
During  the  year  the  Council  decided  that  schemes  should  be 
prepared  for  major  alterations  and  additions  to  the 
conveniences  facing  the  Pier,  Walton,  and  for  new  conveniences, 
combined  with  a cafeteria  on  the  Bath  House  Meadow. 
Consideration  is  also  being  given  to  improvements  at  the  South- 
cliff,  Eastcliff  and  Naze  Park  Road  Conveniences  in  Walton-on- 
Naze,  and  the  Kiosk  Field  Conveniences  in  Print on-on-Sea. 

SUNSHINE  AND  RAINFALL  RECORDS 

Readings  were  taken  throughout  the  year  at  the 
Meteorological  Station,  Walton-on-Naze,  and  transmitted  to  the 
Air  Ministry. 
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The  year  was  exceptional  for  its  high  sunshine  total 
amounting  to  2,076  hours  with  July  providing  the  highest 
monthly  total  of  314  hours  or  10.1  hours  per  day  average. 

There  were  only  60  sunless  days  throughout  the  year  and  the 
maximum  daily  sunshine  was  15.5  hours  on  June  17th. 

Rainfall  was  very  low,  not  much  more  than  half  that 
of  1958*  ^ total  of  16.  78  inches  of  rain  fell  with  December 

the  wettest  month  when  3*37  inches  were  recrodod.  On  the  10th 
August  0.85  inches  of  rain  fell.  There  were  238  rainless 
days  throughout  the  year.
